NOW FEARED 


The United Stales Does Not Antici- 


pate Clash with Powers Over 


Venezuela. 


(Special Dy Scrlpps-McRae.) 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—There Is 


no ground for alarmist stories which 
are beln gclrculatcd over the possibil- 
ity of a collision between the United 
States on one hand' and Germany and 
Great Britain on tho other, over tho 
coercive measures about to be applied 
by tho last two mentioned powers for 
tho purpose of collecting debts due 
German and British subjects. 


Naturally the administration 
'Is a 


little nervous lest somo untoward act 
should precipitate a serious sltua 
tlon which might Involve tho United 
States, but If Germany and Great Brit- 
ain keep within tho lines In corre- 
spondence which preceded the present 
demonstration there will bo no Infrac- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine, and con- 
sequently no trouble for tho United 
States. 


The attitude-of the administration 


with reference to just such affairs as 
have arisen with reference to tho Ven- 
ezuelan government was stated 
by 


President Roosevelt In his first mes- 
sage to congress. In which he said: 


The Monroe doctrine Is a declara- 


tion that there must bo no territorial 
aggrandizement by any un-American 
power at tho expense of any Ameri- 
can power on Amerlacn soli. 
It Is no 


wise Intended as hostile to any nation 
In the old world. 


'Forbids Land Grablng 


This doctrine • has nothing to do 


with the commercial relations of any 
American power, save that In truth It 
allows each of them to form such as it 
desires. 
We don't guarantee any 
state against punishment If it miscon- 
ducts Itself, provided that punishment 
does not take the form of acquisition 
of territory by any non-American pow- 
er. 


Undoubtedly Great Britain and Ger- 


many are jointly acting In accordance 
with tho wishes of this government 
as expressed to Germany when con- 
templating such a step separately a 
year ago.

Amid a sensa- 
tion the archbishop, who Is almost 
blind and Is aged 81 years, was led out 
of tho house of lords by the archbishop 
of 
Yor, 
Most Rev. William Dal- 


rymple Maclagan, and the chaplain 
of the house. 
Tho weakness of the 


aged primate was almost as great as 
upon the occasion of tho coronation 
of King Edward VII., when the king 
iart to raise him to his feet after ho 
bad paid homage to the sovereign. The 
collapse of the archbishop was due to 
excitement, which, owlns to his ex- 
treme feebleness, he cannot sustain. 
He soon revived and was able to re- 
turn to I.ambeth palace.

President of South American Republic 


Give* No Hint of What He Intends 
to De, but Offjclals Say State Cannot 


'.Settle at Present. 


Caracas, Venezuela, "Dec. '5.—That 


Germany and Great Britain are thor- 
oughly In earnest (n their Intention 
to take decisive steps to compel Ven- 
ezuela to pay their claims Is evidenced 
by the arrival at La Guayra of the 
British cruiser Indefatigable. The war- 
ships Charybdls, Quail and Alert will 
probably arrive to-day, and the Trib- 
une a day or two later. 


These vessels, together with 


three German cruisers now on

It Is believed, take Imme- 
diate steps to coerce Castro's govern- 
ment 
It Is not known Just what

Or. Reynold*' Resolution, Which 


Adopted, Blames Spread of Oitease 
on Rate and Mice, Which Scatter 
Offensive Waste From Kitchens. 


Washington, Dec. 5. — The sanitary 


conference 
of 
American 
republics 


which has been in session here, has 
adjourned. Santiago de Chile was se- 
lected as the place for the next meet 
Ing. which will be held March 15. 1904. 
The mosquito came In for a good 
share of attention during the closing 
session, and several resolutions bear- 
ing on the subject of infection were 
adopted. One of these, offered by Dr. 
Arthur R. Reynolds of Chicago, urged 
the different governments to study in 
their respective territories the geo- 
graphical distribution of the mosquito 
in order that .It may have practical ap- 
plication in subsequent conventions. 
A resolution offered by Dr. Gulteras 
of Cuba is of broader scope, and in a 
measure makes the statement that 
the insect is the one factor In the com- 
munication of the disease.

Bubonic Plague. 


The following preamble and resolu- 


tion 
offered- by Dr. Reynolds 
was 


adopted: 


Whereas, Bubonic plague and other 


diseases are spread by rats, mice and 
other lower animals, which to a great 
extent find sustenance In animal and 
vegetable kitchen wastes, commonly 
called garbage, therefore, 
' 


Be it resolved. That all 
organic 


•waste or garbage should be kept sep- 
arately on • the premises until it can 
be removed unmixed with anything 
else and destroyed. 


Another resolution by Dr. Reynolds 


declared that if all the discharges of 
every existing case of -typhoid fever 
and Asiatic cholera were Instantly dls- 
iniected such diseases would cease to 
be a menace to the world. 


CUBAN~RECIPROCITY. 


Opposition to Proposed Treaty Is Be- 


ing Overcome. 


Washington, Dec. 
5. — The opposi- 


tion to a reciprocity treaty with Cuba 
is rapidly clearing away, and every In- 
dication now points to an early settle- 
ment of the vexed question. The Pres- 
ident has received assurances from a 
number of senators 
who 
opposed 


reciprocity legislation last winter that 
vhey will support the ratification of a 
treaty satisfactory to the,state depart- 
ment. Senator Elklna of West 
Vir- 


ginia. who led the anti-Cuban reciproc- 
ity forces in the Senate at the last 
session of congress, had an extended 
interview with the President, during 
•which he informed Mr. Roosevelt that 
he would support a proper Cuban reci- 
procity treaty, and expressed the be- 
lief that such a treaty would be ratified 
by the senate soon after its presenta- 
tion. 
Such a solution of the commer- 


cial obligations of the United States 
to Cuba would be entirely satisfactory 
to Senator Elklns and many of his 
senatorial colleagues, who opposed the 
enactment of direct legislation because 
they feared such action would open up 
a tariff controversy, which, in the view 
of strong advocates of the protection 
system, might prove embarrassing, if 
not dangerous, to the Republicans. 


Indorse Canteen. 


Washington, Dec. 5. — Gen. 
Bates, 


paymaster general of the army, has 
sent a communication to Adjt. Gen. 
Corbln in regard to the army canteen 
question, in which he says: "The 
claim of the war department In rec- 
ommending the restoration of the can- 
teen to the army, that during the op- 
erations of the canteen law the disci- 
pline of the array was superior, de- 
sertions much less, and that there 
were fewer fines and forfeitures by 
court-martials on account, of breaches 
of military discipline resulting from
